TIN BOOM 
COLLAPSES 


. London, August 17. 

The tin boom collapsed in 
London today, its price falling to 
£744 a ton, £308 down from 
yesterday, 

There was'no specific explana 
tion for this, It appeared that 
the stoppage of British Govern- 
ment sides had previously caused 
a terporary squeeze, and that 
the gradual cciearing up of the 
position thus ercated had found 
the price — vulnerable 
market hollow. 

The price of, tin on the Gingu- 
fore market dropped sharply by 
ST$20.25 to 8401-5/8 per. pieul. 
Singapore dealers suggested that 
the drop was not surprising 
despite the high demand as the 
recent. high prices had been 
somewhat artificlal—Reuter.

It Lollawed {rom Ross's work 
that, where the mosquito could be 
eradicated, malaria could be 
stamped out. Today, close study 
of the insect and the invention of 
new and powerful insceticides 
have made this a practical possi- 
bility. Cyprus in 1049 announced 
the total eradication of the mala- 
tial mosquito, Mauritius, where a 
malaria epidemic in the 1860's 
killed one in four of the popula- 
tlon, Is now waging a campaign 
aimed at eventually freeing the 
Island from malaria. Throughout 
the Colonial territorics antl-mos- 
quito measures and .the wide 
availability of effective new drugs 
have given protection to all who 
can be brought within the scope 
of regular health services. 

Leprosy is another terrible 
scourge In tropical coyntrics: a 
recent survey in Africa. showed 
that sufferers arc cven more 
numerous than was thought. 
Results obtained from use of the 
new.-.sulphone drugs seem to jus- 
tify hopes that a new era js be- 
ginning in the treatment of thls 
disease, 


Sulphetrone, discovered in 
Britain just before World War II, 
can effect a more rapid ameliora+ 
tion of the signs and symptons of 
leprosy than any previous drug; 
but its cost is high. Use of the 
crude sulphones has ~ enabled 
these costs to be reduced by more 
than half. Early cases can now 
hope for cure, and the dreadful 
complications, including blindness,

Seretse, his ex-London typist 
wife, Ruth, and their three- 
Jacqueline, 
were due to leave Gaberoncs air- 
strip, Bechuanaland, at midday 
tomorrow on the first stage. of 
their journey into the five-year 
exile decreed by the British. 

A statement announcing the 
reconciliation and plan for Joint 
chicftainship is expected to be 
made to Bamangwato headmen at 
a tribal gathering at Gaberones 
tomorrow. 

Last night the Bechuanaland 
police sent six lorries to the North 
to collect the headmen, including 
some of Tshckedi’s men, from 
Scrowe, the tribal capital, and 
other sembly polnts.

Karachi, August 16. 

The stage in the Kashmir 
demilitarisation talks which 
last week-end jappeared Jikely 
to lead to the return to Lake 
Success of Sir Owen Dixon, th 
United Nations’ (mediator in 
the Kashmir dispute, has ap- 
parently been passed.
